‘That it 
did so well under the circumstances sug- 
gests that it might do even better if it 
were given the benefit of some outside in- 
fluences which are commonly brought to 
bear upon the conduct of other business 
enterprises.

the case might be. It has been given very 
little of the stimulus of advertising. Little 
effort has been made to popularize it as 
i means of safe and comfortable trans- 
portation about the city. Aside from the 
rumbling of its own cars, not very much 
has been done to keep the public mindful 
if the service it offers them day and night 
and every day. 

As a result the street railway has 
been patronized by that section of the 
public who do not own motor cars and 
who had to travel farther than they cared 
to walk; and not many others. But on this 
“long haul” traffic a street railway makes 
little profit. On our spider-legged system 
it is rather more than probable that a 
good deal of the traffic is actually carried 
at less than cost, Still, the system did 
manage to pick up enough fares to make 
ends meet last year. 

How about making an effort to bring 
to the system a larger volume of short 
haul traffic, on which it can undoubtedly 
make money: to induce people to ride who 
now walk, because they have acquired 
the habit of walking? The thing can be 
done. It is done by privately-owned sys- 
tems in other cities. Why not in Edmon- 
ton? A little money judiciously spent in 
bringing and keeping before the public the

HE other day Andrew Anderson came down 

east on a@ transcontinental train ta take 

ship for the West Indies—just like a tired 
and successful business man off on a holiday. He 
could leave the snows of Canada behind and seek 
the south, secure in bis knowledge of conditions 
back on the farm. 


For Mt. Anderson is a farmer. Tt is also} 
eorrect to call him a business man, His success | 
is proof of the fuct that farming, regarded as a | 


business like making shirts or producing a news 
paper, may be made to pay dividends equal, in 
degree, to industrial dividends, 


He is a witness against those pessimists who 


say thet farming cannot and does not pay, He} 


made western acres which were not of the best 
strike a balance on the right side every year 
but one of the nineteen years since he first bome 
ateaded ten miles north of Alsask which is an 
elevator town ou the border between Saskatche 
wan and Alberta, Even in the west’s worst years, 
when drought and despair were general and tens 
of thousands of farmers were sinking in a slough 
of debt, ie kept ahead, 


All around him men have failed and pulled | 


ow, disgusted with the place, dispirited by the 
conditions, but on the same land and under the 
fame conditions, this former Swedish immigrant 
went steadily on to farming and financial 
success 


Fogelvik Farm, which is the name given to} 


his more thae 4,300 acres—a principality of over 
54 quarter sections—stands ag a western Cana 
dian monument to Swedish farming instincts, 
By the way, in 1927, he had 1,700 acres in wheat, 
producing 60,000 bushels. Here is “The Growth 
of the Soil” in a big prairte setting. The laud 
is rough and rolling, a kind of range country, not 
one of those rich regions of tbe plains that, under 
proper cultivation, prove natural reservoirs of 
wheat. This land bad to he made to produce, 
very year It has to be farmed right to fill 
the granaries, The margin between poor returns 
and good returns has Jain ip the intelligence and 
enterprise of the farmer to a much greater 
degree than it would in a more beneficent area 
The measure of Andrew Anderson's genius for 
farming stands out therefore tm all the bolder 
relief 

If he had picked a kindlier soil for home 


steading, he might well have been to-day al 


millfonaire. 

“They tell me that,” he said. “Perhaps. That 
matters little, Money is not everything. We 
have enough--and all we hope for our daughter 
is that she will become a good Canadian.” 


A Baron of the Prairies 


HUS is introduced this Swedish immigrant 

who found in grain growing the Canadian 
opportunity Donald Smith found in fur trading, 
the Irish ingmigrant Timothy Eaton found in 
storekeeping and other immigrants of quality 
have found in a score of fislds. To every man of 
capacity and direction, his opportunity. 

"The majority of farmers are inefficient, jugt 
aa the majority of budiness men are inefficient,” 
said Mr, Anderson. “That js why Timothy Baton 
stands out, or why personalities like Horace 
Greeley and James Gordon Bennett persist in the 
newspaper sphere long after they are dead,” 

People who think farmers are hicks and that 
foreign settlers are a lot of roughnecks may be 
surprised to listen in on a Swede farmer talking 
like this, Hut they are people who do not know 
many farmers, possibly, aud whose only know 
ledge of foreign settlers Is based on the preju 
dices of propagandists, 

Mr. Anderson proved not merely a most valu 
able citizen but a man whose whole cultural plan 
was high, Hlere was @ man with an active, most 
Intelligent interest in affairs, It would be bard 
to find many Canadians with a finer appreciation 


of social, economic, farming, immigration an 


ral'road problems. He had thoughts on all of 
them. His mind proved a warm dynamo of 
thought, educated, virile, vanging. 

“Democracy,” he said, “is inefficient, wasteful 
To get things done, you must have a head, almost 
an autocracy, There must be, at times, snap de 
elsions, They must be carried out absolutely 
Yes... nevertheless, | am a democrat, almost a 
socialist, in fact.” 

Here was # master of men, a lord of theu 
sands of broad acres, a baron of the prairies, au 
autocrat who was accustomed to say “Do this,’ 
expecting it to be done, and yet there was evident 
the democracy of his rule, his appreciation of in 
telljgence and injtiative, his common dining room 
where all uate, even the visilors whether they 
were cabinet ministers or university professors 

At the height of the harvesting Andrew An 
derson employs a8 many as fifty men, all summer 
ten or twelve men, but there is a bonus for the 
man who stays with him, He lets his hired help 
share in the profits, small as that share may be, 
particularly his permanent help. To & man who 
stays with him five years he invariably gives a 
gold watch, 

It is on record that men owning his overlord 
ship have come to blows on lis behalf when his 
name has been mentioned in debate, 

But he has enemies; at least, detractors, Sone 
mep call him hard, They (ind fault with him as 
a driver, criticize him for minding his cwo busi- 


ess, Carp because be lives very much to himself 
~—because be is self-contained socially, “You don’t 
find Andy Anderson mixing up much,” they say 
Failures have been jealous of his success becauss 
it is a criticism of themselves I found him an 
abrupt man. Once I happened to make a mere

Dying Spouse 

Faithfulness and courage ever have 
been to the fore in the great hinter- 
land to the north and now added to 
those two qualities comes a story of 
hardship and suffering on the part 
of a man to fulfil a promise made to 
his dying wife, 

On Dec, 4 last, on the wastes of the 
eastern extremity of Great Slave Lake, 
on the fringe of the desolate Barren 
Lands, about 1,000 miles almost due 
north of this city, the wife of William | 
Laroque, Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police interpreter, closed her eyes in 
death, succumbing to the ravages of 
tuberculosis 

She had fought magnificently 
against the last great summons, but 
dread disease had finally overcome 


her resistance, For years she had 
lived at that almost deserted spot, 
away from friends and relatives and | 


thinking only of her husband and the 
upbringing of her children, 
Asked Promise 
As the Angel of Death hovered over 
her cot in the little log cabin by the 
lake shore, Mrs, Laroque motioned her 
husband to her side. She had one last 
request to make. She knew he would | 
fend and care for her children, 
she asked merely that she be taken 
from that wilderness and buried in 
the more settled district of Fort Reso- 
lution, at the other end of the lake, 
about 250 miles away, through whiel
